The Calgary Brewing and! ‘Malting 
Company will build on their property 
near the OJP.R. depot an addition to 
the present Alberta Hotel building. 
SS. W. Gilfoy, local agent of the Com- 
pany, was in attendance at the meet- 
ing of the Council of the Board of 
Trade on Monday afternon, when he 
submitted their plans and asked for 
an expression of opinion from the 
menibers present. 

‘Their tentative plans call for a one 
storey ‘brick addition immediately 
to the west of ithe present Alberta 
Hotel, but not for the full depth of 
the tot. In the addition would ibe five 
extra bedrooms, bathroom, a lounge 
and a room in which to handle the sel- 
ling of beer. The plans also call for 
the renovation of existing rooms, the 
construction of more bedrooms where 
the present billiard room is and the 
alteration of the present tap room 
into a sitting-room. After completion, 
the hote) would have about thirty-five 
rooms. 

The members of the Board present 
_were unanimously of the opinion that 
the Brewing Company would be mak- 
ing a very big mistake to make such 
a small addition and they also felt 
that it would be an injustice to the 
city, as more hotel accommodation 
was badly needed. Mr. Gilfoy stated 
that he would take the matter up 
with the manager of the Company 
and, if possible, the latter will come up 
‘Red Deer for a meeting with the Coun- 
cil and Board of Trade. 

‘The present plans call for an expen- 
diture by the Company of about 
$15,000.00, but the members of the 
Boand of Trade, who ‘have gone ex- 
tensively into the whole question, are 
Sanguine that when Mr. Scott, the 
manager of the Company, hears their 
arguments and figures, a much larger 
bullding will be erected.

The subject of his address was con- 
fidence in the future of the province 
of Alberta. He had only been a resi- 
dent of the province for three years, 
and probably knew less of the history 
of the province tham many who were 
present. At the same time the fact 
that he had! taken a responsible posi- 
tionin Albertahad compelled him to 
make a study of the history of the 
province, her achievements {n the 
past, her positionat the present time 
and her prospects for the future. Very 
often the old-timer of the province 
was so interested in the present and 
had:to look so clasely into things that 
he missed the perspective that an 
outsider had. 

The province was world-known, said 
the speaker, for her great assets, her 
natural resources, her climate, grain 
yields, live stock, coal, oil, gas, tar 
sands, fish, game and forests. Figures 
showed that Alberta’s average per 
acre wheat production for the past 
ten or fifteen years was higher than 
that of any province in the Dominion 
or any state fn the Union. The na- 
tional and international stock shows 
evidenced her position as a producer 
of good live stock. 

‘But, he continued, great assets and 
resources can only be of interest 
when there is a possibility and a 
probability of their development with- 
in the next one or two decades. Per- 
sonally ‘he was satisfied that the de 
velopment of the Province had been 
extraordinarily rapid and steadily atc- 
celerated. He was also satisfied that 
within the mext few years there would 
be a marked acceleration in the pro- 
gress made. 

The province is only sighteen years 
ol@. During that time the population 
had increased four-fold and the wheat 
yield twenty-fold. In 1923, which was 
of course a banner year, the wheat 
production in Alberta was half as 
much again as in the whole of Aus- 
tralia and neanly as great as in the 
Argentine. People did not realiz3 the 
influence this province is having on 
the world’s wheat market. Other 
startling figures were that for the 
past year the products from the natur- 
al resources of the province were 260 
millions of dollars, most of this from 
crops, and yet only 15 percent. of the 
arable land in the province was under 
crop. 

The speaker advanced many reas- 
ons why the progress of the province 
during the next few years should be 
.remarkably rapid. The province had 
been passing, as every new province 
must, through a period of experimen- 
tation and had also passed through

BIG CREAMERY 


DEAL COMPLETE 


P. BURNS & CO. TAKES OVER 
THE E.C. D. 


Butter and Cheese Factories of Old 
Established Firm Bought by Big 
— Company. 


Market Examiner, May 15. 
Next Saturday the tfirm of P. Burns 
& Company, Limited, will have con- 
trol of 36 creameries and cheess falc- 
tories in this province, through the 
acquisition of all the manufacturing 
plants of the Edmonton City Dairy, 
the ratification of the proposai of the 
directors of tthe latter company hav- 
ing been given at a meeting of the 
shareholders which was held in Bd- 
monton yesterday afternoon. The 
price paid is not given out, but is nat- 
urally a very substantial amount. 
This is the business deal to which 
reference was made last issue, and it 
constitutes by far the largest  tran- 
saction of its kind ever put through 
in the west, not only in point of the 
money involved, but through the very 
strong connection which it gives the 
Burns company. The tsale does no! 
affect the milk distribution system 
nor the {ce cream manufacturing in- 
terests of the EB. C. D., which will 
continue to be carried on as formerly, 
nor their egg and poultry handling 
branch. 2 

With the three plants which they 
already possessed in Saskatchewan, 
this amalgamation gives the Burns 
company 39 plants in the two prov- 
inces. In the light of the output of 
the Is. C. D. creameries last season 
and the product of the creameries 
which were already owned by the 
company, it is reasonable to assume 
that they will be manufacturing about 
one half of the butter turned’ out in 
this: province. The increase in the 
number of their cheese factories, in 
which they were previously heavily 
interested, will put them far ahead in 
this product also. Under the gener?’ 
management of John Burns, of th- 
firm of P. Burns & Company, the di- 
rection of the affairs of the very ex- 
tensive creamery branch of the firm 
will be administered by J. W. 
Skelly, general produce manager. 
C. EB. Betts, at present in the produce 
branch of the company at Edmonton, 
will be the branch supervisor, and 
some additional staff changes will be 
announced later. 

The sale of their factories by the 
B. Cc. D. is not a retrograde step by 
any means, but indicates that they 
will continue to develop their milk 
distribution system and ice icream 
manufacturing departments, in which 
they started in 1906, just 18 years ago. 
W. W. Prevey, manager of the com- 
pany, expressed the regret which he 
felt at severing their conection with 
the large number of farmers with 
whom they have b3en dealing 50 amic- 
ably during the long term of their 
business relationship, in the handling 
of their cream.

CANADA, THE TREATY OF 
LAUSANNE AND SINGAPORE 


‘The Canadian Government recently 
refused to ratify or be bound by the 
Treaty of Lausanng between the Al- 
lied Powers and Turkey. The ground 
of the refusal was that Canada was 
not a party to the Treaty. (At first 
sight the objection seems sound 
enough. There is no reason why 
Canada should ratify a treaty she had 
no hand in making. Unfortunately, 
there is reason for thinking that the 
ostensible ground for the refusal is 
not wholly, if at all, the real ground. 
The other Dominions of the Empir2 
have ratified the Treaty without ques- 
tion and Australia and New Zealand 
are more intimately concerned than 
Canada with the provisions of the 
Treaty, seeing that it deals with such 
questions among others as the graves 
of the Australian and New~ Zealand 
dead {n Gallipoli. The British Gov- 


ernment seems to have expected the 
Canadian Government to ratify the 
Treaty, and it is not suggested that 
any harm to any Canadian interest 


would have ‘been done by ratification, 
nor is there any trace of the Cana- 
dian Government having made any 
representation to the British Govern- 
ment during the long negotiation 
preceding the Treaty that the repre- 
sentatives of Canada wished to be 
consulted or to take any part infram- 
ing the Treaty. 

The rea] explanation of the refusal 
seems to be the persistent continuous 
policy of the present Government of 
Canada to emphasize the ind2pend- 
ence of Canada and not its partner- 
ship in the Empire. Exactly the 
same thing has been done in connec- 
tion with the very important question 
of a naval base at Singapore, on which 
the British Government asked for 
the advice of the Dominions. Canada 
and the Trish Free States, that notable 
assemblage of squabbling assassins, 
declared that they did not wish to 
give any opinion or advice on the 
question. The same policy was fol- 
flowed at the time of the Turkish 
crisis when Mr. Lloyd George appeal- 
ed to the Dominions to support 
Great Britain, at the Imperial Con- 
ference when any questions of de 
fence came up, at the signature of the 
recent Halibut Treaty with the Unit- 
ed States.

If the pool becomes a successful and 
established thing, it will need an in- 
creasingly large staff as the years go 
by, or at least it will need to have men 
ready to take the place of the present 
management as they drop out through 
mere passage of time. It is highly de 
sirable that this staff should be re- 
‘cruited from men of character, brains 
and technical education, men more- 
over who have the farmers’ cause and 
interests at heart. It is an interesting 
question whether the present manage- 
ment of the pool and of the farmers’ 
movement generally have given due 
consideration to the training of 
young men for the staff of the pool, 
or whether they inténd to rely on 
more or less haphazard appointments 
in which personal influence will have 
more weight than education and 
training. If the calling of farmer is 
to be lifted out of the rather lowly 
rut in which it has moved for almost 
all its existence, it will need first-rate 
leading. The general staff of the 
agricultural army, as it were, must 
have a general staff education, and 
that education should cover both the 
production and the marketing side of 
farmer. Farmers who are one-sided 
in their education, or who have little 
or no education beyond that of the 
elementary schools, will almost inev- 
itably remain ignorant, suspicious, 
disunited, the prey and the dupes of 
better trained men in the world of 
trade. It is wholly undesirable that 
that should be so. There should be 
no delay on the part of the farmers’ 
leaders in considering the question of 
the recruitment and training of their 
marketing staff.

B. C. ELECTIONS AND 
PUBLIC HONESTY 

‘British Columbia fs to have a gener- 
al election on the 21st of June. The 
issue in the election is nothing but 
the one with which Canada from 
ocean to ocean fs becoming unfor- 
tunately familiar—the issue of public 
honesty. 

The Liberal Government now in 
Power in British Columbia has a 
record which in character resembles 
and in degree exceeds those of most 
Canadian governments of recent tim- 
es. It is a record of squandered re- 
‘sources, swollen debts and public 
scandals. When the Government took 
Office in 1917 the provincial debt was 
$28,427,171.00. At the end of 1922 
that debt had grown to $62,076,961.00, 
exclusive of the provincial guaran- 
tees given in connection with the pro- 
vinclal white elephant—the Pacific 
Great Eastern railway, which amount 
to a further sum of $20.900,000.00 od. 
Public expenditure ‘has increased vast- 
ly and shows no sign of diminishing. 
In spite of heavy taxation the budget 
does not balance and seemingly is not 
likely to balance unless a drastic 
change takes place. 

The provincial Conservative party 
is in no position to throw stones at or 
replace the Liberals. Under the 


leadership of Mr. Bowser the Con- 
servatives have lost both the  confi- 
dence and the respect of the disin- 


terested citizens of the province. 


Under these circumstances there 
has has come into existence the Pro- 
vincial party, headed by General 


(MacRae, and composed of those who 
declare themselves disgusted with 
the corruption existing and alarmed 
at the prospect of even more crushing 
taxation and approaching bankruptcy. 
The party has as its programme 
honesty and business-like effictency .n 
administration. Included in that pro- 
gramme is a proposed heavy reduc- 
tion in the numbers of the provincial 
legislature. 

ft is not easy to gauge the pros- 
pects of the new party. Its programme 
has nothing new about it. There ‘has 
mobably never been a party which

past years been more vigilant, 
resolute in taking their part in public 


affairs, things could not have reached 


their present pass. It seems also 
difficult to doubt that they represent 
a growing volume of alarm and fndig- 
nation at the conduct of public affairs. 


It is a feeling roughly equivalent to 


that which has produced Mussolini in 
Italy and the Marquis Prino de Rivera 
in Spain, and which in Alberta ‘was 
langely responsible for the success of 
the Farmers’ party at the last elec- 
tiom 

The Provincial party forced the 
Government to conduct a public inves- 
tigation of the matter of the Provin- 
The in- 
vestigation was anything but credit- 
able to the Government in the method 
of its conduct, and the facts that ‘m 
spite of efforts at suppression came 
out in evidence. The finding of the 
investigating judge amounted to a 
whitewashing of the Government, 
but the value of that whitewashing 
may be estimated by the amazing 


expression of opinion ‘by his lordship 


that there was nothing surprising, sus- 
picious or irregular im the destruction, 
prior to the investigation, by great 
contracting lfirms of all books and 
records dealing with vast government 
contracts. Comment on such an opin- 
ion seems superfluous. 

The Provincial party has suffered 
from lack of press support, but the 
very fact that its opponents, after 
heaping abuse on it, have now de- 
cided apparently that the safest thing 
to do is to ignore tit, seems to indicate 
a growing uneasiness on their part 
as to the strength of the new party. 

Only a period of office can really 
test the sincerity and efficiency of the 
new party, but in face of the damning 
record of the regular parties it is diffi- 
cult not to believe that an attempt to 
lift the politics of British Columbia 
out of the rut of party on to the level 
of ordinary business common-sense 
deserves at least a trial The people 
of Alberta might with advantage 
watch this attempt closely.

There are more golf 
courses in Ontario than in the other 
provinces, and. second to Ontario is 
the province of Alberta, which is far 
from second in population. There 
are 104 golf courses in Ontario and ‘51 
in Alberta.

PERMITS WILL 
BE REQUIRED 


A's May 16 was the opening day of the 
season for pike, perch, pickerel and 
goldeye fishing, it might be well to 
warn intending fishermen that the law 
requires a license or permit in every 
case. The fishery regulations distinct- 
ly state that no angling or trolling 
shall be allowed in any waters fre- 
quented by certain kinds of fish. The 
Red Deer river and its tributaries are 
included in this category, and the Dep- 
artment of the Interior have made a 
special request that these regulations 
be strictly enforced. Licenses or per- 
mits may be obtained from Mr. John 
MeVicar or from Mr. P. E. Kent, J.P. 
Net fishing in Gull Lake, Sylvan Lake 
and Pine Lake is absolutely forbidden. 

The News has_ been asked to 
state that there will be no slackness in 
the enforcement of these regulations. 

It is the duty of everybody who be- 
lieves in the conservation of our nat- 
ural resoutces to co-operate with the 
responsible officers to see that the 
wealth of our lakes and streams is not 
wasted or abused.

That the Canadian farmers, espec- 
jally those in Western. Canada, are 
adversely affected by world-wide con- 
ditions, which in particular depress 
the wheat-growing industry, was well 
set forth by Mr. R. V. LeSueur, mem: 
ber for West Lambton, in his speeca 
during the Budget Debate. He also 
showed the fallacy of expecting that 
much improvement would result]. 
from the tinkering that the King Gov- 
ernment had done in its fiscal propos- 
als. 

It was shown that under the stim- 
ulus of the higher prices paid tem- 
porarily, the production of wheat al- 
most all over the world had been 
greatly increased since 1918. Be- 
tween 1909 and 1918 the production 
of wheat in all countries, outside of 
Russia, averaged approximately 
3,000,000,000 bushels, which could tbe 
considered. normal. But in 1921 it 
touched 3,116,000,000 bushels and in 
1922 even 3,120,000,000 bushels.

that Russia would gradually recover 
her position as a wheat exporter, so 
it was quite likely that over-produc- 
tion might continue for some time. 
The true remedy was to secure new 
and larger markets. 

The ‘home market was, for the 
Canadian ‘farmer, the most important 
and surest. In 1919 it had absorbed 
59% of our wheat production; in 1920 
it has taken about 61%; iin 1921 
about 54%; and in 1922 about 461%4%. 
This was important, for attempts 
were continually being made to show 
that the home market was a  neg- 
ligible consideration for the wheat 
grower. To increase the size of ithe 
home market would ‘be wise policy, 
and efforts should be directed  to- 
wards this end. 

A determined effort should also be 
made to increase exports to certain 
other countries where conditions 
favoured the Canadian product. Be- 
cause of climatic and soil conditions 
our wheat was superior in quality to 
that of most other exporting coun-. 
tries and due advantage should «ibe 
taken of this fact. Even ‘the United 
States could not do without it for 
mixing purposes. Very little, how- 
ever, went to Central or South 
America, which had a population of 
90,000,000 people, which imported 
45,000,000 bushels of wheat and large 
quantities of wheat flour every year. 
These countries could also be easily 
reached all the year round through 
the port of Vancouver. If our wheat 
and flour could be placed there in 
large quantities the western farmers 
would have a large, new, permanent 
market.

Seven Members Write U.F.A., Sizing 
Up Situation; Ask |What Their 
Attitude Should Be. z. 


“What shall our attitude be?” ask 
of the house of.commons, in a letter

The members in ‘their letter discuss 
fully the whole question of the impor- 
tation or the manufacture of oleo- 
margarine, The manufacture was 
permitted during the war. A motion

They were 
Messrs. Lucas, Jeliff and Warmer. 
Those opposing were Spencer, Speak- 
man, Coote, Shaw, Irvine, Kennedy, 
Gardiner and Garland. Mr. Keliner 
did not vote. 

In 1923 there was an all day debate 
on a motion that trade in oleomargar- 
ine shall be permitted. An amend- 
ment provided that the situation 
shall be the same as in 1914 before 
the suspension of the prohibition of 
the trade in oleomargarine. An 
amendment to the amendment pro- 
vided that the government shall sub- 
mit legislation on the question. The 
amendment to the amendment was de- 
feated, Warner, Jeliff, Kellner and 
Lucas voting against, and the other 
members, with the exception of (Mr. 
Coote, whose vote was not recorded, 
voting in favor of it. The amend- 
ment was carried in. a vote of 125 to 
54, Lucas, Kellner, Jelliff, Speakman 
and Warner voting in favor, and Gar- 
diner, Shaw, Irvine, Kennedy, Gar- 
land and Spencer voting against. 

Steady Stream of Letters 


In their letter to the U.F.A. the sev- 
en membens refer to the fact ‘that 
they are receiving a steady stream of 
letters, asking them to use their in- 
fluence and vote against oleomar- 
garine. The ttrade in oleomargarine 
{is now prohibited, but it may come up 
during the present session. 

The members refer to the lobbying 
of the dairymen im opposition to the 
trade in oleomargarine. 

“A letter from Grande Prairie had 
attached a copy of a circular letter 
sent from the four big creamery con- 
cerns of the province. The circular 
is full of extravagant statements and 
is’) signed ‘Yours in all sincerity and 
haste.’ The heading of tthe letter ds 
‘Oleomargarine—the Cream Cheque’s 
Undertaker.” The letter appeals to 
farmers to write at once to your mem- 
ber of parliament to vote against 
oleomargarine whenever it shows its 
face in parliament.’ ” 

Policy of the U. F. A. 

The members in the letter in ques- 
tion refer to the platforin of the U.F. 
A. which was free trade in foodstuffs. 

“What then,” ask the members in 
the letter, “ils the position of an Al- 
berta member of parliament who is 
asked to vote against oleomargarine? 
How can he do so and be consistent 
with the principles laid down in the 
platform ?” 

The members conclude with a 
strong argumént against the prohibi- 
tion of this food. It is not good food, 
they admit, but if people demand it, it 
should not be prohibited. 

And at the conclusion they ask: 
“What shall our attitude be?”

THIRD FORTNIGHTLY 
GROP REPORT 


Issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Edmonton, Saturday, May 17. 


‘Wheat seeding in Alberta will be 
practically completed over the entire 
province by May 20. Seeding of oats 
is well under way. About 25 percent. 
of the early sown wheat is now ap- 
pearing above ground and is in 
healthy condition. 

Molsture conditions im the major 
portion of the province are still 
satisfactory, and the new crop is ger: 
minating well, particularly on sum: 


‘cally.no precipitation for more than-a 
fortnight, however, and hot, dry winds 
for the past few days have had a ten- 
dency to dry out the soil, so that tne 
need of rain’ will be felt ‘within a 
short time, though the good storage 
of moisture in the soil at the begin- 
ming of the season in most districts 
has given the new crop a splendid 
start. Rain is urgently needed -ir 
south-eastern localities which were 
not favored with the same winter and 
spring precipitation as the other dis- 
tricts of the province. 

Wheat acreage thus far seeded does 
not reach last year’s extent, but the 
coming of more moisture in the near 
future will have a tendency to in- 
crease the area seeded to this crop. 
The area im oats is likely to be 
somewhat greater than last year. In 
the southern districts alfalfa is mak- 
ing a good showing, there having 
been practically no winter killing, 
and in these districts also there will 
be large areas planted to fodder 
crops such as corn and sweet clover. 

The farm labor situation has been 
kept well in hand by the labor 
bureaus, and practically every de- 
mand has been met to date. —
